Or  Ramblings 

Once  upon  a  time,  long,  long  ago,  lived  a  Prince  who  sailed  from  a 
faraway  land  to  eventually  draw  his  boat  up  onto  a  beach  on  a  island 
in  the  Pacific.  He  quickly  built  a  reputation,  a  house  in  Saanich,  and 
a  chapel  at  SMUS.  It  was  his  way  of  preparing  a  'nest'  for  the  Princess 
who,  having  watched  her  fine  Prince  fall  in  a  joust,  nursed  him  to 
health  again.  (The  "lump"  some  say,  is  merely  a  affectation  dreamed 
up  by  Carey  to  keep  Kixi  firmly  beside  him.)

We  will  miss  you,  Carey  and  Kixi,  and  we  wish  you  the  best  of  luck  as  you  sail  away  together  on  terra  firma. 
To  the  geographer,  the  nurse,  the  teacher,  the  laundry  lady,  the  gentleman,  the  mother  and  father,  husband 
and  wife:  love  always,  and  bon  voyage!

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Headmaster's  Foreword 

In  a  school  as  firmly  established  as  SMUS,  many  would  think  that  one  year  would  be  very  much  like 
the  next  with  its  traditional  ways,  special  events  and  widely-accepted  expectations.  Some  parts  of 
the  year  do  resemble  others  of  the  past  in  outline  and  form,  but  not  often  in  tone  and  resonance 
for  each  year  tkaes  on  its  own  character  according  to  the  individuals  who  contribute  to  it. 
As  this  Yeart)00k  will  demonstrate,  through  the  organization  and  hard  work  of  Jennifer  Duguid  and 
her  dedicated  staff,  the  school  year  1992/93  had  a  timbre  of  its  own,  so  well  captured  in  the  con- 
tents of  this  chronicle.  It  is  only  when  all  activities  and  accomplishments  are  recorded  together  in 
one  manual  can  the  "hands"  who  contributed  to  the  frenetic  ethos  and  who  were  so  near  to  the 
pulse  of  the  operations,  really  contemplate  the  comprehensiveness  of  their  achievements  and  com- 
mitment. To  Jennifer  and  the  Yearbook  Staff,  with  help  from  Mr.  Ken  Smith  (Staff  Advisor),  I  convey 
special  thanks,  on  behalf  of  the  students,  faculty  and  staff,  for  giving  us  the  opportunity  of  seeing 
ourselves  and  of  reflecting  our  characters  in  the  context  of  a  school  year. 
Some  school  years,  of  course,  are  measured  in  terms  of  gains  and  losses,  not  necessarily  associated 
with  competitions  and  sports.  We  lost  a  campus,  with  the  sale  of  the  Racquet  Club  to  the  University 
of  Victoria,  but  we  gained  an  additional  facility  on  the  Senior  Campus  and  a  further  body  of  190  students 
in  the  form  of  the  Middle  School  (Grades  6-8).  This  added  a  uniqueness  in  pure  numbers,  naturally, 
but  also  in  cooperation,  scheduling  and  general  facility  usage.  From  January  5th,  1993,  the  Senior  Campus  sported  680  students  after 
starting  the  school  year  with  490.  Within  a  few  weeks  the  campus  seemed  as  if  it  had  always  had  these  numbers,  so  well-blended  were 
the  Middle  School  students  with  the  mores;  and,  yet,  present  was  an  increase  in  tempo  by  virtue  of  the  physical  dynamism  of  these 
early  adolescents.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  all  faculty  and  staff  involved  that  the  move  and  transistion  went  smoothly  and  have  since  brought 
additional  verve  and  zest  to  the  senior  campus. 

As  always,  the  School  won  its  fair  share  of  accolades  in  the  sporting  arena  with  a  Provincial  Championship  in  Girls  Field  Hockey  and 
appearances  in  NINE  Provincial  Championships  all  told,  a  distinct  mark  of  the  depth  of  student  participation  and  dedication  and  of  the 
quality  of  coaching  by  a  committed  and  skilful  staff.  In  debating  and  other  competitions,  associated  with  mathematics,  chemistry,  physics, 
and  essay  writing  the  School  also  distinguished  itself  as  if  by  expectation.  To  thses  credits,  however,  was  added  a  new  conquest:  a  young 
grade  11  student,  Alan  Chui,  placed  FIRST  in  the  "Corel  Draw"  World  Design  Competition  for  which  he  was  paid  a  handsome  prize 
and  had  the  distinction  of  seeing  his  art  hanging  in  the  National  Gallery  in  Ottawa.  Each  year  sees  additional  characteristics  emerge 
to  add  to  the  variety  of  interests  and  accomplishemts  already  established. 

To  the  thespians  from  the  Junior  to  the  Senior  School,  I  also  send  my  thanks  and  gratitude  for  the  hours  of  joyous  entertainment  and 
creativity  they  brought  not  only  to  members  of  the  SMUS  family  but  also  to  the  good  burghers  of  Victoria.  Five  productions  emanated 
from  the  school  over  the  year,  a  massive  example  of  dedication  from  students  and  faculty  alike,  and  certainly  reflective  of  the  general 
energy  level  and  commitment  extant. 

I  would  also  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  student  leaders  who  over  the  year  were  responsible  for  maintaining  morale  and  for  organizing 
socials,  fund  raising  events  and  community  service.  In  particular  to  Head  Girl  and  Head  Boy,  Shannon  Valdai  and  Robin  Forbes,  this 
year's  joint  Ker  Cup  Winners,  a  special  vote  of  thanks  must  be  extended  for  their  exceptional  leadership  qualities,  ably  assited  by  School 
Captain  Scholars,  Anna  Leong  and  Jermemy  Van  Raamsdonk.  The  Senior  Class  is,  indeed,  instrumental  in  leading  the  way  and  this  year's 
graduates  did  so  with  panache.  As  well  as  being  fully  commited  to  the  extra-curricular  programmes,  they  distinguished  themselves  in 
the  academic  arena,  winning  the  most  Provincial  Scholarships  (56)  ever  achieved  at  the  School,  and  7  Canada  Scholarships.  In  addition, 
many  of  the  graduates  won  major  and  lucrative  scholarships  form  the  universities  of  their  choices  with  a  few,  exceptional  students  perhaps 
facing  startling  taxation  bills,  so  young  in  their  academic  careers!! 

What  delights  me  about  the  ambience  of  SMUS  is  that  it  generates  the  will  in  students  to  achieve  to  the  best  of  their  abilities.  The  school 
does  not  win  56  Provincial  Scholarships  because  it  has  56  academic  geniuses  in  the  senior  grade.  We  are  lucky  in  so  far  as  we  have 
a  disproportionate  number  of  very  good  students  at  the  School,  but  some  of  these  scholarship  winners  attained  their  honours  standing 
by  the  sheer  desire  to  succeed,  by  parental  encouragement  and  support,  by  the  excellent  teaching  they  received  and  by  the  confidence 
shown  in  them  by  the  outstanding  faculty  we  possess  throughout  the  School.  What  is  started  in  the  Junior  School  is  continued  at  the 
Middle  School  and  manifests  itself  in  the  results  achieved  at  the  Grade  12  level.  By  virtue  of  the  round-the-clock  dedication  of  the  teaching 
staff,  an  integral  part  of  a  boarding  school,  the  day  students  too  profit  from  this  all-encompassing  work  ethic. 
Recognizing  that  there  are  certain  expectations  associated  with  this  School,  I  am  also  very  happy  to  report  that  each  year  brings  its 
own  unique  blend  of  indefatigable  energy,  interests  and  achievements.  This  year  proved  to  contain  a  twdy  of  students  who  were  the 
non  pareil  of  committed,  academic  achievers,  whose  record  will  remain  intact  until  at  least  the  next  senior  class  emerges.  That  is  what 
makes  SMUS  an  exciting  place  to  return  to  each  year  and  what  often  is  missed  by  those  who  leave,  for  there  is  an  expectation  in  the 
air  before  one  starts.  How  it  all  unfolds  is  seen  only  later  and  next  year  will  be  no  differnet! 

To  all  those  who  have  left  the  fold,  I  wish  you  every  success  with  your  continuing  education,  with  the  invitation  to  uphold  your  respon- 
sibilities as  alumni  and  to  support  the  School  with  your  presence  at  as  many  functions  as  you  are  able.  We  all  look  forward  to  receiving  you.

Director's  Foreword 

This  has  been  a  year  for  looking  to  the  future.  One  major  philosophical  change 
was  the  addition  of  sixteen  new  computers,  machines  that  could  not  help 
but  enhance  the  quality  of  the  computer  curriculum.  The  students  are  am- 
azingly skilful  and  focused  when  facing  with  machines. 

When  I  reflect  over  the  past  year,  the  highlights  are  the  successes  we  achieved. 
Again  m  cross  country  competitions,  not  only  were  we  successful  In  the  over- 
all result,  but  the  participation  by  the  students,  the  enthusiasm  they  gen- 
erated, the  tenacity  they  showed  and  the  sportsmanship  they  learned, 
although  unmeasurable,  are  extremely  Important.  The  primary  Christmas  con- 
cert was  another  great  success.  This  year  we  invited  the  residents  of  two  senior  citizen  homes.  It  was  heart 
warming  to  see  the  joy  of  our  visitors  as  they  watched  the  younger  members  of  our  school  perform  so  con- 
fidently. 

Any  of  you  who  watched  our  young  musicians  play,  cannot  help  but  notice  how  focused  they  are  when  playing 
as  an  ensemble.  Think  of  the  lifelong  appreciation  of  music  that  Is  being  engendered  at  this  early  stage! 

All  the  students,  with  the  exception  of  Grade  Five,  had  the  experience  of  singing  In  the  Victoria  Music  Fes- 
tival, which  adds  another  dimension  of  performance  to  their  school  experiences.  Added  to  this,  the  inter- 
mediate students  were  able  to  show  their  instrumental  expertise. 

The  school  is  always  alive  with  the  students'  artwork.  Art  is  a  powerful  medium  of  communication,  and  through 
it  the  students  learn  about  other  cultures,  different  eras,  different  value  systems,  try  to  create  sense  from 
them  and  thus  produce  their  own  creations. 

In  grade  Four,  the  staff  embarked  upon  a  thematic  approach  to  learning  for  one  week,  for  a  trial  run.  This 
proved  to  be  highly  successful,  the  students  were  motivated,  on  task,  and  It  was  rewarding  to  hear  them 
discussing  the  topic  from  their  individual  perspectives.  Another  example  of  this  style  of  teaching  was  the 
wonderfully  visual  presentation  of  French  Impressionist  art  by  the  Grade  Fours  during  their  French/Art  even- 
ing. All  of  our  students  are  encouraged  to  participate  in  every  facet  of  school  life.  There  will  be  plenty  of 
time  for  choice  at  a  later  stage. 

Now  we  send  another  Grade  Five  class  on  to  the  next  phase  of  their  education.  Several  of  these  students 
have  been  together  and  with  us  since  kindergarten.  Recently,  I  read  an  article  quoting  a  study  by  two  Cal- 
Ifornlan  scientists  re-affirming  that  children  learn  the  easiest  and  fastest  between  the  ages  of  four  and  ten 
years.  In  that  case,  the  teachers  of  St.  Michaels  University  Junior  School  have  had  a  major  impact  on  their 
lives.  I  feel  close  to  these  students  because  many  of  them  were  in  my  grade  one  class. 

Grade  Five,  we  shall  miss  you  all.  We  wish  you  Godspeed  and  hope  that  even  though  you  will  be  confronted 
with  new  and  exciting  experiences  at  the  Middle  School,  you  will  occasionally  remember  us. 

As  this  term  draws  to  a  close,  sadly  we  have  to  say  farewell  to  Mary  Campbell,  who  embarked  on  her  career 
at  this  school  as  a  quasi  volunteer  librarian.  During  her  time  with  us,  she  has  completely  transformed  the 
library,  re-organizIng  It  from  scratch,  cataloguing  the  books  according  to  the  Dewey  Decimal  System,  so  that 
the  students  can  apply  the  library  skills  she  subsequently  taught  them  to  this  and  other  libraries.  Part  of 
her  time  was  spent  educating  the  staff,  so  we  are  all  aware  that  the  library  is  not  just  a  room  full  of  books 
for  the  children,  but  a  resource  centre  for  the  entire  Junior  School  population.  She  has  launched  us  into 
the  21st  century.

This  has  been  another  strong  and  successful  year  for  all  our  top  mathematicians.  We  started  by  participating 
in  the  MATHCOUNTS  Competition.  At  the  Vancouver  Island  level  our  strong  Grade  8  team  finished  on  top 
and  consequently  were  invited  to  the  B.C.  Finals  in  Vancouver.  We  finished  6th  in  the  Province,  and  the 
students  enjoyed  a  great  day.  The  following  summarizes  the  remainder  of  the  Maths  programme. 

1)  Pascal  Contest  -  1993  -  The  combined  Grade  8/9  team  finished  8th  in  Canada  out  of  1407  participating 
schools.  Patrick  Gill  placed  on  the  Canadian  Honour  Roll. 

2)  Canadian  National  Mathematics  League  -  The  Grade  8  team  finished  equal  fourth  in  Canada,  equal  2nd 
in  B.C.  with  Patrick  Gill  placing  equal  first  in  Canada  with  a  perfect  score. 

3)  The  Atlantic  Pacific  (ATPAC)  -  Together  with  last  year's  Grade  8s  we  teamed  up  to  participate  once  a  month 
in  a  Problem  Solving  competition.  The  results  were  quite  outstanding  by  our  ten  competitors  and  we  were 
delighted  to  complete  the  series  4th  in  Canada.  Patrick  Gill  was  number  one  in  the  school  and  in  the  top 
1%  of  the  country.  Congratulations! 

4)  The  year  ended  with  the  GAUSS  contest  and  enjoyed  by  some  seventy  Grade  6,  7  and  8  students.  At  the 
local  level  the  Grade  6/7  team  ended  up  6th  but  there  was  only  a  small  spread  of  30  marks  separating  the 
top  six  schools.  The  Grade  8's  finished  a  splendid  year  by  placing  first  and  being  awarded  the  gold  medal. 
Simon  Grant  placed  first  (144/150),  Sina  Noureddin  second  and  Patrick  Gill  third.

Directors's  Foreword 


Mr.  Chairman,  Headmaster,  Board  Members,  Honoured  Guests,  Faculty,  Students,  Parents, 
Alumni,  Friends  of  the  school.  Ladies  and  gentlemen. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  welcome  you  to  the  senior  school  grade  IX,  X,  XI  prize  day  awards. 
As  Director  of  the  Senior  School,  I  have  been  given  the  opportunity  of  addressing  you  today, 
while  Mr.  Penaluna  will  take  up  the  mantle  next  week  at  the  Graduation  Ceremonies. 
Looking  amongst  you,  I  see  many  familiar  faces,  interested  honoured  guests,  students  used 
to  hearing  me  drone  on  at  morning  assemblies  and  parents  proud  of  their  children  and  their 
accomplishments.  I  am  delighted  that  my  own  parents  have  flown  in  from  England  just  this 
week  and  are  with  us  today. 

There  is  much  to  be  proud  of.  In  setting  ourselves  such  high  standards  in  everything  we  do, 
we  sometimes  need  reminding  of  what  is  being  achieved  compared  to  the  norm. 
I  received  a  telephone  call  a  couple  of  weeks  ago  from  the  secretary  of  Mr.  Tom  Hockins,  the 
Minister  of  Science,  to  congratulate  us  on  having  produced  a  Canada  Scholar.  When  I  said 
that  in  fact  we  had  five  student  winners,  she  was  quite  shocked  and  said  that  it  must  have 
been  a  special  year.  I  said  actually  we  had  won  five  last  year  as  well.  A  good  illustration,  1 
think,  of  the  consistently  high  academic  standards  that  we  have  in  our  school.  Imagine  for 
a  moment  that  the  Grade  12's  are  seated  behind  me  and  let  me  tell  you  a  little 
bit  about  their  achievements  which  might  inspire  you  to  greatness  in  following  them. 

Money  •  the  students  know  that  I  am  not  a  great  advocate  of  material  wealth;  however,  it  does  help  when  you  are  beginning  a  University 
career.  Let  me  tell  you  an  interesting  little  story  about  one  of  our  grads  as  perhaps  a  warning  to  some  parents  out  there.  When  this 
young  lady  was  eight  years  old,  a  deal  was  struck  with  her  father,  that  whatever  University  money  she  was  offered  he  would  match 
it  with  half  the  amount  again.  A  few  weeks  ago,  she  was  offered  a  $19,000  Scholarship  from  Toronto,  only  to  be  beaten  by  $28,000 
from  McGill,  plus  the  Canada  Scholarship  of  $10,000,  making  $38,000  in  all.  With  Dad's  contribution. ..a  total  of  $57,000.  More  money 
than  most  of  us  earn!  It  is  of  course  school  captain  Anna  Leong  who  will  not  be  looking  for  a  summer  job  this  year.  Our  other  school 
captain,  Jeremy  Van  Raamsdonk,  has  been  offered  $24,000  from  UBC  and  several  other  students  have  been  offered  up  to  $18,000, 
from  different  universities  across  the  land. 

Travel  -  let  me  tell  you  where  some  of  the  grads  are  going  next  fall.  In  the  US,  Northwestern  in  Chicago,  Georgetown  in  Washington, 
DC,  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  and  Vassar  College  in  New  York,  Yale,  Cornell,  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  Pepperdine  in  California. 
Across  Canada  from  Acadia,  Nova  Scotia,  McGill  in  Montreal,  Toronto,  Queens,  Western,  Carleton,  McMaster  and  Guelph  in  Ontario, 
University  of  Alberta  and  of  course  UBC,  UVic  and  SFU.  Further  afield  St.  Andrews  in  Scotland,  the  London  Institute  of  Art  in  England 
and  Universities  in  Sweden,  the  PHilippines  and  Japan  as  well  as  exchange  students  going  to  the  UK  and  Germany. 
Opportunities  to  build  on  well  developed  skills.  Students  who  have  already  demonstrated  talent  in  a  wide  variety  of  fields  going  on  to 
use  them  at  the  next  level  in,  for  example,  art,  public  speaking,  drama,  music  and  sport.  What  pleases  me  is  the  fusing  of  such  disciplines 
into  one  project.  HMS  Pinafore,  for  example,  the  musical  production  this  year.  Artists  were  involved  in  painting  the  set  and  designing 
the  advertising  logo.  Dancers  and  actors  became  singers  and  vice-versa.  The  pit  orchestra,  comprised  of  musicians  from  different  groups 
within  the  school  and  then  the  back  up  crew  of  stage  management  and  production,  the  sound  and  lighting;  all  done  by  students,  many 
of  whom  will  continue  to  work  successfully  in  these  fields  in  the  future.  Nine  Provincial  sporting  appearances,  the  highlight  being  a  cham- 
pionship victory  in  the  senior  girls  Field  Hockey,  and  again,  many  athletes  who  will  go  on  to  represent  the  Province  and  some,  their  country. 
If  I  can  continue  on  a  sporting  quote  of  great  significance  to  this  whole  scenario  I  think  that  we  can  complete  the  picture  "The  coaches 
job  is  to  coach  himself  out  of  a  job".  With  our  Grade  12  students,  I  hope  that  is  what  we,  the  teachers,  have  done.  When  I  visited  the 
Junior  School  to  see  their  wonderful  musical  and  saw  our  sound  and  lighting  crew  set  up  and  take  down  every  intricate  piece  of  the 
puzzle  with  minimal  supervision,  I  know  that  the  coach  has  done  his  job.  It  is  to  the  great  credit  of  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  behind 
me  that  this  has  been  acheived.  I  believe  that  our  greatest  strength  in  the  senior  school  is  that  we  understand  the  adolescent,  when 
to  apply  pressure  and  when  to  back  off.  On  your  behalf  I  thank  the  staff  for  their  professionalism,  expertise  and  dedication. 
You  might  be  thinking  that  perhaps  I'm  speaking  at  the  wrong  prize  day.  Not  so.  It  is  too  late  for  the  present  grade  12's.  The  process 
must  begin  in  grade  9  and  slowly  but  surely  take  effect  over  the  next  four  years  so  that  when  we  take  a  step  back  a  graduation  time, 
we  can  do  so  comfortably,  and  the  students,  your  children,  can  step  forward  confidently. 

There  are  other  important  areas  that  deserve  mention.  We  have  encouraged  our  students  this  year  to  be  more  aware  of  those  people 
less  fortunate  than  themselves  and  to  contribute  some  of  their  time  to  help  out.

Valedictory  Address 


Ladies  and  gentlemen,  members  of  staff,  honoured  guests,  parents  and  fellow  students,  good  morning. 
Although  I  am  not  a  lifer,  and  as  such  I  cannot  reflect  upon  the  innocence  of  life  at  the  junior  school, 
I  will  try  to  reflect  upon  the  last  five  years  that  I  have  been  at  St.  Michaels,  and  still  try  to  be  as 
brief  as  I  can,  because  I  realize  that  my  speech  is  the  only  thing  standing  between  you  and  the  Grad 
Luncheon. 

Grade  eight  began  at  the  old  middle  school  and  after  a  short  stay  at  that  campus,  where  the  parking 
lot  was  our  only  field,  we  were  glad  to  finally  reach  the  senior  campus,  which  has  undergone  several 
major  changes  since  then.

The  final  building  project  for  this  year  was  the  building  of  the  much  needed,  long  awaited 
new  gym.  Unfortunately,  we'll  never  get  to  play  in  the  new  gym,  nor  will  we  get  to  use  the  new  science  facilities,  if  indeed  there  is  ever 
a  new  science  building,  yet  thanks  to  Mr.  Spicer  we  can  have  our  names  engraved  on  the  walls  of  buildings  we'll  probably  never  see. 
This  year  has  also  brought  about  many  other  changes  within  the  school.  Mr.  Tongue  has  stepped  in  as  director  of  the  senior  school, 
with  his  loyal  sidekick,  Mr.  Cook,  as  Mr.  Penaluna  has  decided  to  recruit  new  talent  from  around  the  globe.  Mr.  Penaluna  has  also  com- 
pletely handed  over  the  chapel  service  to  Rev.  Smith,  perhaps  because  he  has  finally  run  out  of  stories  from  Robert  Fulghum's  "All 
I  Really  Need  To  Know  I  Learned  In  Kindergarden".  With  two  scientists,  coincidentally  both  chemists,  in  charge  of  the  school,  it  was 
inevitable  that  new  experiements  were  to  be  performed  on  our  grade  and  throughout  the  school.

Athletic  Director's  Report 


Again,  it  has  been  a  noteworthy,  exciting  year.  The  school  has  enjoyed 
great  success  in  a  wide  range  of  athletic  pursuits,  winning  a  number  of 
Island  and  one  BC  championship,  and  appearing  overall  in  NINE  pro- 
vincial competitions.  Highlights  were  many  and  varies,  including  a  Senior 
Girls  Basketball  tour  to  Europe,  Rugby  to  Kamloops,  Ravind  Grewal's 
silver  medal  49.96  BC  400m  run,  Martin  Nash's  Island  tournament 
record  55  points  vs  Esquimalt,  and  a  thrilling  31-22  rugby  win,  before 
over  1000  fans,  against  city  arch  rival  Oak  Bay.  Equally  memorable  were 
Fiona  Scanlan's  city  Cycling  win,  a  5-4  double  OT  Colonist  Cup  soccer 
loss  to  Mt.  Douglas,  and  a  thrilling  93-92  wm  over  BC  powerhouse  Rich- 
mond in  the  SMU  Invitational  Basketball  Tourney. 


There  were  disappointments  too.  Questionable  selection  and  poor  play  cost  us  dearly  in  the  BC  Rugby  cham- 
pionships, where,  unbeaten  entering  the  tournament,  we  lost  15-14  in  pool  play  to  lightly  regarded  Port  Moody, 
effectively  sabotaging  any  chance  of  a  3rd  straight  title.  In  Senior  Girls  Basketball,  a  heartbreaking  Island 
semi-final  defeat  against  Wellington  put  paid  to  a  BC  appearance,  while  the  grade  10  rugby  squad,  who  im- 
proved out  of  all  proportion  over  the  season,  lost  5-0  in  extra  time  in  the  Islands  to  Shawnigan,  in  a  game 
played  in  frigid,  miserable  conditions. 

If  wins  and  losses,  joy  and  heartbreak,  are  an  acceptable  part  of  sport,  the  anti-Independent  school  move 
which  again  swirled  through  Greater  Victoria  this  year  was  less  appetizing.  Happily,  our  position  in  the  local 
leagues,  which  we  value  immensely,  remains  unchanged  and  we  look  to  the  future  with  optimism. 
Also  significant  has  been  the  continuation  of  PE  in  the  day  timetable.  I  firmly  believe  this  move  has  had  a 
direct,  positive  impact  on  extracurricular  sporting  success. 

As  Athletic  Director,  while  occasionally  I  must  field  complaints  and  other  brickbats,  most  often  I  receive  kudos 
most  assuredly  deserved  by  others.  Thus,  in  thanking  especially  all  the  athletes  for  fine  effort,  1  must  also 
pay  special  tribute  to  altalented,  enthusiastic  band  of  coaches  (both  internal  and  external)  who  have  worked 
tirelessly  on  behalf  of  the  students  and  the  school.  Further  gratitude  must  be  expressed  to  an  equally  dedicated 
nursing,  laundry,  kitchen,  office,  janitorial,  bus  and  ground  staff  who  do  so  much  behind  the  scenes. 
To  the  graduates,  and  to  the  many  talented  athletes  set  to  return  for  1993-94,  the  best  of  luck.  Work  hard. 
Be  loyal.  Be  unselfish.  Accept  the  wins  and  the  losses  in  good  grace.  Lastly,  and  most  importantly,  in  all  your 
sporting  pursuits,  have  fun.

With  the  provincial  AAA  championship  of  March  1992  a  distant  memory,  it  was  with  great  anticipation  that 
the  senior  boys  squad  tackled  the  92-93  season.  Still,  with  only  three  returnees  plus  a  number  of  B  team 
players,  and  several  talented  but  inexperienced  grade  U's,  and  with  no  real  quickness  and  absolutely  no 
height,  nothing  would  be  a  guarantee. 

The  first  six  weeks  proved  interesting,  for  despite  capturing  the  season  opening  Cowichan  Welcome  Back 
Tournament  for  the  3rd  straight  year,  we  were  clobbered  by  a  high  powered  Alumni  squad,  and  provincial 
top  ten  members  Steveston  and  WJ  Mouat.  Then,  in  early  January,  at  our  home  away  from  home  in  Alberni, 
we  were  beaten  by  both  West  Vancouver  and  the  hosts  in  the  Totem  Tourney. 

Happily,  hard  work  and  attention  to  detail  began  to  pay  off,  first  in  a  76-70  loss  to  provincial  #2  North  Delta 
at  the  Vancouver  College  Emerald  Tourney.  In  this  game,  behind  fantastic  shooting  by  the  backcourt  duo 
of  Martin  Nash  and  Damian  Grant,  we  led  by  9  points  at  the  end  of  three  quarters  before  foul  trouble  and 
a  game  ending  ankle  sprain  for  Nash  ended  our  hopes.  Then,  two  weeks  later,  in  our  own  tournament,  in 
one  of  the  greatest  high  school  games  ever  played  in  BC,  we  defeated  #4  Richmond  94-93  on  an  incredible 
35'  shot  by  Nash  with  10  seconds  to  play.  The  next  day,  in  the  tournament  final,  after  a  slow  start,  we  led 
North  Delta  50-46  with  two  minutes  to  play  before  losing  63-60  in  OT. 

Buoyed  by  these  encouraging  results,  the  team  stayed  red  hot  in  February,  winning  11  games  in  a  row.  This 
streak  included  the  City  Championship  and  a  3rd  staright  Island  AAA  title.  The  Island  tournament  was  notewor- 
thy in  that  Martin  Nash  put  on  an  absolutely  unbelievable  shooting  performance  in  the  semifinal  vs  Esquimalt, 
shattering  the  single  game  scoring  record  with  a  55  point  outburst  in  only  27  minutes  of  playing  time.  Then, 
in  the  final  against  GP  Vanier,  with  Nash  double  teamed,  Damian  Grant  hooped  8  three-pointers  to  lead  us 
to  a  comfortable  victory. 

So  it  was  on  to  the  BC's  to  defend  our  title,  confident  of  a  good  showing  but  also  realistic  that  too  many 
talented,  big  teams  lay  in  our  path.  Indeed,  the  spacious  confines  of  the  Agrodome  proved  detrimental  to 
our  almost  totally  perimeter  game,  and  while  we  scraped  by  John  Oliver  68-62  in  first  round  action,  we  were 
then  humbled  107-47  by  eventual  winner  Terry  Fox  in  quarterfinal  action.  We  began  dreadfully,  lost  our  poise 
and  never  recovered  -  full  marks  to  the  Ravens,  led  by  tournament  MVP  Bret  Anderson  who  dominated  every 
aspect  of  play.  We  played  better  the  next  day,  bowing  61-58  to  highly  regarded  Maple  Ridge  -  still  a  disap- 
pointing loss  that  ended  the  season. 

Still,  a  32-1 1  record,  a  3rd  Island  title,  and,  the  Terry  Fox  debacle  aside,  a  competitive  provincial  tournament 
suggested  a  successful  campaign.

Off  the  bench,  Stu  Kerr  played  many  fine  games,  particularly  in  January  when  the  team  was  riddled  with 
injury.  Up  front,  Aaron  Clark,  Andrew  Barry  and  Andrew  Clough  also  provided  timely  minutes,  always  prepared 
to  do  the  blue  collar  work  necessary  for  our  success.  Also,  talented  Dave  Angus  showed  flashes  of  the  form 
which  could  make  him  a  top  player  in  93-94,  while  the  backcourt  trio  of  Matt  Franklin,  Emmet  Connolly  and 
Cam  Jantzen  performed  with  great  poise  and  intelligence  when  called  on.

My  thanks  to  co-coach  Bill  Greenwell  who  has  seen  and  done  it  all  many  times  over,  and  so  invariably  had 
the  cure  for  any  problems  that  arose  during  the  season.  A  special  thanks  again  to  a  talented  group  of  minor 
officials,  led  by  Helen  Turner,  who  handled  countless  games  and  were  honoured  by  being  asked  to  work  the 
Island  AAA  Boys  Tournament.  Finally,  a  special  mention  for  the  fans,  who  carried  us  to  several  victories  through 
their  emotional  support.  It  all  made  for  a  satisfying  season.

To  this  point  the  team's  exceptional  play  and 
execution  put  a  potential  provincial  title  within  its  grasp.  Unfortunately,  something  of  a  deja  vu  occured,  as,  just  like  last  season,  the 
team  appeared  to  peak  at  this  point.  Although  able  to  keep  the  league  record  unblemished  and  enter  the  Island  Championships  as  the 
South  Zone  #1  seed,  the  team  came  to  struggle,  plagued  by  a  loss  of  intensity  and  confidence.  A  loss  to  Cowichan  in  an  exhibition  game 
prior  to  the  Island  tourney  would  prove  to  be  a  huge  psychological  factor  later  on.  Indeed.  SMU  would  suffer  the  only  two  remaining 
losses  in  close  games  to  the  more  confident  Cowichan  squad,  in  both  the  Island  and  BC  Championships.  The  first  loss  eliminated  and 
Island  Championship  for  the  SMU  boys,  thought  they  subsequently  advanced  to  the  BC  toueny  and  gained  a  chance  to  avenge  this  first 
setback. 

At  the  BC's,  after  handling  a  talented  Brookswood  team  in  its  first  game,  SMU  once  again  matched  up  against  Cowichan  in  a  pivotal 
quarterfinal.  After  struggling  early  in  the  game,  the  team  made  some  adjustments,  took  stock,  and  began  to  play  with  the  confidence 
it  had  exhibited  at  mid-season.  SMU  led  by  7  points  at  the  half  when  some  extraordinary  circumstances  left  them  without  a  coach  for 
the  second  half!  The  team  gradually  shifted  from  the  attacking,  aggressive  unit  of  the  first  half,  to  a  hesitant,  nervous  bunch  playing 
"not  to  lose"  in  the  second.  With  time  running  out  and  SMU  up  2  pts,  Cowichan  hit  a  long  desperate  3pt.  shot  which  proved  to  be  |ust 
enough  to  win  the  game.  This  loss  dashed  SMU's  hopes  of  a  BC  championship. 

Despite  the  fact  that  this  effectively  ended  the  season,  the  boys  showed  exceptional  fortitude  and  went  on  to  win  their  remaining  two 
games,  finishing  a  very  respectable  5th  in  the  province.  All  Wilmott  was  named  an  allstar  and  Ole  schmidt  broke  tradition  by  being  nam- 
ed tournament  MVP.  despite  not  playing  in  the  championship  game. 

All  in  all.  it  was  a  terrific  season  It  is  fitting,  and  a  great  commentary  on  team  sport,  that  many  of  the  special  moments  long  and  fondly 
remembered  are  often  only  indirectly  related  to  game  performances.  Indeed,  along  with  the  many  great  plays,  shots  and  wins  for  which 
this  season  will  be  remembered,  was  a  very  special  moment  -  when  an  unheralded  team  player  teamed  up  with  the  group's  leading 
socialite  to  represent  SMU  at  the  Provincial  Championships  Tournament  Team  Banquet.  Ryuske  Matsui  and  Mischa  Greenwood,  speak- 
ing to  all  other  teams  about  life  at  SMU,  gave  a  performance  rivalling  all  others  the  season  offered.  They  demonstrated,  with  extraor- 
dinary wit  and  charm,  that  SMU  recognizes  and  values  much  more  than  just  sporting  results. 
Well  done  lads  and  good  luck  to  each  of  you  in  all  future  endeavours!

Following  two  straight  BC  titles  and  with  a  host  of  talented  players  returning,  it  was  not  surprising  that  the 
season  began  amid  great  expectations.  With  the  1st  XV  unbeaten  very  late  in  the  year,  most  of  these  expec- 
tations had  been  reached  in  every  way  -  however,  uncharacteristically,  at  the  final  hurdle,  for  a  variety  of 
reasons,  the  squad  tripped  up  at  the  provincial  tournament,  finishing  a  disappointing  9th. 
Over  60  players  represented  the  school  for  three  teams.  Special  congratulations  to  the  3rd  XV,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Kevin  Cook  and  Mr.  John  Mclntyre,  who  took  on  all  corners  in  the  local  Colonel  Hodgkins 
league.  Against  opposing  1st  XV's,  most  games  were  lost,  but  many  players  gained  enormous  experience 
which  will  stand  them  in  good  stead  for  next  year.  Up  front,  Adam  Saunders,  Vincent  Lai  and  Shawn  Hawkins 
battled  bravely,  while  behind  scrums  Chris  Ford,  Satoshi  Kikuchi  and  Colin  Davies  all  ran  and  tackled  hard. 
With  the  BC  Championships  a  survival  of  the  fittest  tournament  format,  and  to  cover  for  the  inevitable  bangs 
and  knocks,  some  25  players  represented  the  1st  and  2nd  XV's  over  the  course  of  the  year.  Games  against 
Mt.  Douglas,  Claremont  and  Belmont  were  easily  won,  leaving  the  annual  showdown  vs  Oak  Bay  to  decide 
league  honours.  In  an  enthralling  encounter,  before  more  than  1000  fans,  the  team  broke  away  14-0,  only 
to  see  the  spirited  Barbarians  recapture  the  lead  22-21  with  6  minutes  to  go.  The  character  of  the  team 
showed  through,  however,  as  first  Hywel  Jones  and  then  lija  Herb  scored  tries  to  secure  the  31-22  victory. 
The  Oak  Bay  match,  and  other  exhibition  victories  over  provincial  #2  Semiahmoo,  #5  Carson  Graham,  #3 
Abbotsford,  #7  Terry  Fox,  Shawnigan  and  touring  Glasgow  High  School,  had,  while  indicating  a  certain  at- 
tacking flair,  also  detected  some  weaknesses  in  bail  production  and  especially  tackling.  Ten  days  of  hard  training 
seemed  to  put  these  right,  as  was  evident  in  a  38-9  demolition  of  Oak  Bay  in  the  Howard  Russell  playoff 
final.  Some  sensational  broken  field  running  by  halfbacks  Martin  Nash  and  Robert  Card  broke  open  a  close 
game,  while  convincing  tackling  completely  shut  down  the  dangerous  opposing  backs. 
So,  unbeaten,  having  also  won  the  inaugural  provincial  Schools  Sevens  competition,  the  team  prepared  for 
the  BC  tournament  with  great  optimism.  Training  runs  were  of  tremendously  high  standard,  while  a  top  seeding 
seemed  to  ensure  a  relatively  easy  passage  to  the  championship  semifinals. 

Alas,  all  went  wrong.  Some  questionable  selection,  allied  to  an  incredible  lack  of  urgency,  saw  the  team  go 
down  15-14  to  16th  ranked  Port  Moody  on  an  injury  time  penalty  goal.  The  team  rebounded  to  pound  Cowichan 
43-0,  but  now  needed  a  further  win  over  Shawnigan,  and  a  Cowichan  win  vs  Port  Moody,  to  qualify  first  in 
the  pool.  Unfortunately,  on  the  second  day  of  the  tournament,  Cowichan  lost  to  Moody,  leaving  the  team 
out  of  medal  contention.  A  lacklustre  performance  vs  Shawnigan  was  therefore  not  surprising,  the  8-7  loss 
to  another  injury  time  penaly  goal  only  made  more  disappointing  as  the  game  seemed  to  drag  on  well  past 
the  allotted  time.  Two  narrow  wins  over  Centennial  and  Kamloops  were  of  absolutely  no  consolation,  especially 
as  Oak  Bay  and  Abbotsford,  two  sides  we  had  comprehensively  defeated  in  the  season,  contested  the  final. 
Still,  on  reflection,  there  was  much  to  be  proud  of.  Richard  Klassen,  Stephen  Postings  and  Jamie  Grier  form- 
ed a  small  but  skillful  and  powerful  front  row,  with  Erik  Lund  more  than  capably  filling  in  on  the  occasions 
when  Jamie  was  unavailable.  Andrew  Barry,  Ian  Gardner  and  Andrew  Clough  locked  the  scrum,  and  produc- 
ed useful  line  out  ball  on  many  occasions.  As  usual,  an  outstanding  back  row  was  central  to  success.  Grade 
11  tearaway  Emmet  Connolly  was  excellent  in  support  of  the  ball,  while  No.  8  lija  Herb  was  simply  superb 
throughout.  His  intelligence  and  skill  in  attack  and  defence  were  crucial.  Blind  side  Ben  Trevena  was  especially 
magnificent,  being  in  the  sides  on  reliable  tackier  and  always  an  intimidating  force.  Perhaps  the  most  con- 
sistently excellent  forward  in  the  province  through  the  year,  he  was  desperately  unlucky  not  to  be  selected 
for  the  BC  U19  team. 

At  Halfback,  the  rugged  and  combative  Robert  Card  was  another  powerful  presence  in  a  somewhat  physical- 
ly fragile  team,  and  his  running  and  fine  service  launched  many  a  memorable  attack.  Outside  him,  Martin 
Nash  thrilled  crowds  with  his  exceptional  running,  while  the  midfield  duo  of  Hywel  Jones  and  captain  Robin 
Forbes  enjoyed  many  fine  games.  Indeed,  Hywel's  consistently  excellent  goal  kicking  was  a  key  feature  in 
the  season.  In  the  back  three,  Damian  Grant  and  Renton  Leversedge  ran  well  on  the  wings,  while  grade 
11  fullback  Cam  Jantzen  exhibited  numerous  fine  touches. 

Several  reserve  players  also  played  key  roles.  These  included  Barret  Hatton,  Brad  Chewpoy,  Ryan  McRae, 
Ian  Druce,  Mathew  Franklin,  and  grade  U's  Leiand  Bradford,  Mike  Davison  and  Ji-Hoon  Kim. 
In  closing,  congratulations  to  Robert  Card  and  Jamie  Grier  who  were  selected  to  the  BC  U19  team  to  tour 
New  Zealand  and  play  in  the  1993  Canada  Games.  Best  of  luck  to  all  graduates;  to  those  returning,  we  must 
redouble  our  efforts  for  the  93-94  season.  Thank  you  especially  to  Mr.  Kevin  Cook,  Mr.  John  Mclntyre  and 
Mr.  Ian  Hyde-Lay  foe  their  wisdom,  experience  and  fine  coaching.

Jospeh  Haydn  is  best  known  for  his  stellar  performance  in  goal  for  the  Austrian  national  soccer  team.  But, 
when  not  practising  with  the  lads,  he  somehow  found  time  to  also  write  150  symphonies.  One  of  these,  the 
"Surprise",  starts  innocently  enough,  with  a  nursery  rhyme  tune  in  C  major,  then  startles  the  audience  with 
an  explosive  G  major  chord.  Following  several  variations,  the  mood  changes  to  a  sombre  C  minor  before  tur- 
ning in  relief  to  the  original  key  to  complete  the  movement. 

This,  to  some  house  parents,  is  a  fairly  accurate  description  of  a  school  year;  we  hope  for  the  upbeat  op- 
timism of  Haydn's  major  keys  -  with  the  inevitable  surprise  occasionally  -  but  know  that  there  will  be  passages 
in  the  broosing  minor  keys  so  typical  of  Beethoven,  the  moody  genius  in  Bonn's  midfield.  The  quality  of  per- 
formance depends,  of  course,  on  the  orchestra,  that  motley  group  of  individuals  who  either  combine  har- 
moniously to  produce  sweet  music  or  create  jarring  discords  by  playing  in  different  keys. 
This  year,  despite  two  or  three  such  discords,  our  band  of  players  showed  strength  in  every  section.  The 
grade  8  piccolos  and  flutes,  with  many  a  mellifluous  obbligato  from  our  Mexican  bassoon,  brought  a  refreshing 
lightness  and  vivacity  to  their  performance  of  the  Water  Music,  complete  with  mops,  while  the  grade  9  oboes 
offered  a  haunting  rendition  of  "Just  the  Two  of  Us". 

A  good  brass  section  requires  vogour  and  stamina,  and  these  the  grade  lO's  provided  in  abundance.  When 
not  plucking  at  our  heart  strings  with  poignant  variations  on  themes  from  Zwaan  Lake  and  Sinclair  de  Lune, 
or  Bach's  moving  "I  Frew  Away  My  Love  on  You",  they  were  active  on  the  sports  field;  on  one  memorable 
Saturday  in  the  first  term,  all  twelve  were  in  action  for  the  various  Colts  teams  in  the  ISA  rugby  tournament. 
The  repetoire  of  the  grade  11  horns  seemed  limited  at  first  to  tedious,  if  enthusiastic  performances  of  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough  March,  behind  the  rock  improvisations  of  Colin  and  Dermott,  but  they  later  added  Rhap- 
sody in  Blue,  in  which  Anthony  always  seemed  a  bar  or  two  ahead  but  which  they  managed  to  keep  under 
reasonable  control. 

To  our  lead  violins  go  my  thanks  for  a  well-knit,  cooperative  ensemble.  Jasie  and  Jason,  our  concert  master 
and  assistant,  Adrian,  Masashi,  Ben,  and  Vincent  -  you  were  terrific  and  deserve  our  heartfelt  thanks  for 
your  humane  tempo  and  sensitive  interpretations.  To  our  board  of  directors,  Messrs.  Jeremy  Goodwin,  Mark 
Penaluna  and  Jonathan  Pike,  my  thanks  for  your  patience,  good  humour  and  constant  support  -  particularly 
in  the  minor  passages.

This  cutting  edge  comedic/romantic 
portrayal  of  a  Shakesperian  transvetite  "As  You  Like  It",  opened  to  rave  reviews  in  both  the  New  York  Times 
and  Premiere  Magazine. ..not  to  mention  the  SMUS  Newsletter.

Music  Report 


The  1992/93  school  year  for  the  senior  music  department  was  exciting,  challenging,  busy  and 
fun  filled.  The  classes  included  grade  9,  10,  11,  and  12  band,  choir  and  strings,  music  com- 
position and  grades  11  and  12  and  Music  History  offered  to  the  grade  12's. 
We  started  out  the  year  with  the  Thanksgiving  Harvest  Service  where  the  choir  performed 
beautifully  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Humphreys.

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Japan  Music  Tour 


After  literally  hundreds  of  hours  of  preparation  by  Mr.  Don  MacKay  and  Mrs.  Yoko  Guthrie  along  with  Mrs. 
Mary  Humphreys  who  put  together  a  fine  choir  and  Mr.  Bill  Buckingham  who  entertained,  or  shall  we  say 
scared,  the  Japanese  with  his  bagpipes  it  was  time  to  take  to  the  air  for  the  4th  international  music  tour 
from  SMUS.  This  tour  followed  on  the  heels  of  previous  tours  to  Japan  in  1987,  Florida  and  Barbados  in 
1989,  and  Hawaii  in  1991. 

We  left  Canada  with  anticipation  and  some  nervousness,  wondering  what  would  happen.  Nine  hours  later 
we  arrived  at  Narita  airport  near  Tokyo  and  had  a  beautiful  chartered  bus  take  us  into  Tokyo.  Our  guide 
Akiko  was  most  pleasant  and  spoke  English  much  better  than  we  spoke  Japanese. 
Our  first  nights  were  spent  in  the  Yoyoge  hostel  originally  built  to  house  the  Olympic  athletes  during  the 
1964  games.  It  was  somewhat  worn  out  from  years  of  use  by  people  from  all  over  the  world  but  warm  and 
comfortable  nevertheless.  Gone  were  the  days  of  roast  beef  dinners,  however  we  quickly  learned  how  to 
survive  on  noodles  and  green  tea.  Most  of  us  adjusted  quickly  to  this  new  diet  and  became  quite  adept  at 
knowing  what  to  get  from  the  many  vending  machines  available. 

Our  first  gig  was  at  Disneyland  and  after  a  long  series  of  train  rides  we  finally  arrived.  What  an  experience 
being  backstage  at  this  world  famous  attraction.  We  played  our  set  and  were  warmly  received.  Our  thanks 
go  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kikuchi,  Satoshi's  parents,  who  were  kind  enough  to  arrange  transportation  for  the  in- 
struments to  and  from  the  park.  We  are  most  grateful. 

The  rest  of  the  time  in  Tokyo  was  spent  touring.  We  saw  Tokyo  Tower,  Asakusa,  a  famous  Buddhist  temple 
and  shopping  district,  the  Meiji  Jingo  shrine  in  a  huge  beautiful  park  in  the  middle  of  Tokyo,  and  went  shopp- 
ing in  Akihabara,  the  "electric  city"  with  over  600  shops  selling  nothing  but  electronic  gadgetry. 
After  many  subway  rides  we  were  off  to  Tokyo  station  to  catch  the  Shinkansen  (bullet  train)  to  Hamamatsu. 
Ryuske  Matsui's  father  was  most  gracious  in  using  his  Mercedes  to  move  the  instruments  to  the  station. 
It  was  so  nice  to  know  we  had  such  fine  help  available  if  anything  were  to  go  wrong. 
The  bullet  train  is  an  outrageous  experience.  It  travels  at  300  KPH  and  the  telephone  poles  do  look  like  a 
picket  fence.  What  a  treat  to  find  that  we  were  staying  at  a  very  fine  hotel  in  the  shadow  of  an  ancient  castle. 
The  following  morning  we  pigged  out  royally  on  a  fantastic  buffet  and  then  went  for  a  tour  of  the  Roland 
synthesizer  plant. 

In  the  afternoon  we  bussed  to  Tajimi  in  the  rain  and  set  up  for  a  concert  for  the  community  with  the  local 
men's  choir.  It  was  a  very  successful  concert  which  Mr.  MacKay  described  as  the  best  tour  concert  ever. 
Mr.  Buckingham's  pipes  were  a  hit  as  he  led  us  in.  We  were  worn  out  but  happy  as  we  went  with  our  hosts 
for  the  night.  These  people  were  most  generous  to  open  their  doors  to  us  as  Japanese  homes  are  not  very 
big.  The  following  day  we  were  off  to  the  Meiji  village,  a  collection  of  19th  century  European  designed  buildings 
moved  from  all  over  Japan  to  the  middle  of  nowhere.  It  was  most  interesting  exploring  these  old  buildings. 
After  another  evening  being  entertained  by  our  gracious  hosts  we  were  on  the  train  to  Nara,  the  ancient 
capital  of  Japan.  Upon  our  arrival  the  Hanada  family  hosted  us  with  a  fine  meal.  We  were  then  set  up  with 
another  group  of  generous  billets  who  treated  us  royally.  The  following  day  we  toured  Nara  with  our  hosts 
and  played  a  concert  for  them  in  return.  We  are  most  appreciative  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hanada 'a  generosity  dur- 
ing our  stay.  Their  son  Mitsuya,  an  old  boy  of  the  school  even  offered  to  drive  to  Kyoto  to  collect  our  instruments 
and  take  them  to  the  airport  at  Osaka.  This  kind  of  help  is  invaluable. 

And  then  off  to  Kyoto.  What  a  beautiful  city.  This  was  where  Mrs.  Guthrie  went  to  university  and  we  were 
quite  grateful  for  her  knowledge  of  the  city.  We  stayed  at  the  Kyoto  Hostel  and  the  following  morning  played 
a  concert  for  the  St.  Agnes  Girl's  School.  We  entertained  them  with  our  own  style  of  jazz  band  and  choir 
selections  and  then  were  treated  to  their  own  award-winning  concert  band. 

Our  final  stop  on  this  tour  was  to  Hiroshima  and  agian  we  bullet  trained  there.  Hiroshima  is  a  beautiful  city 
which  has  been  completely  rebuilt  after  the  tragedy  of  1945.  Our  visit  to  the  memorial  was  quite  moving. 
We  were  most  lucky  to  have  a  wonderful  sunny  day  to  cross  the  strait  by  ferry  to  visit  a  famous  shrine  where 
there  were  bands  and  dancers  and  all  kinds  of  wonderful  celebrations  accurring.  It  was  an  excellent  way 
to  end  the  tour.
